: medio conſiſtit, that is, the vertu of things is in the midſt. In that 


land he led his life, & ſuffered death of the 7ewes for vs, to ſaue

the which was ordained to vs for the (in of our father Adam, &c 
ourown ſinnes alſo. For he that will doe any thing he will haue 
knowne openly, he will proclaime it openlu, in the middle place 


of atowne or ofa citie, ſo that it may be knowne to all parties 


of the citie: So he that was King of glory and of all the world 


would ſuffer deathfor vs at Hieruſalem, which is che midſt of 


the world, ſo that it might be known to al nations of the world 
how deare he bought man. Ah deere God, what loue had he te 
his ſubieRs,that when he had done no treſpaſſe, would for his 


treſpaſſors ſuffer death? Right wel ought men to loue, worſhip, -

was made of Oliue, fo2 it betokeneth peace, as the ſtoʒy of Ne oe 
witneſſeth , when the Done bzought the branch ol Dliue, it 
betokened poace made betwiene God andman..__ .... 

And pes ſhall vnderſtandthat the men that diwell beyond the 
F ſea, ſay, that the pete of the Eroſte that was of Cypꝛes, was or 
the tres ee the Apple of,, foz lo ther ünde witten.

was ſicke, he willed his Sonne Seth, that her ſhould goe fo Para⸗ 
'diſe, and pꝛay the Angell that kept Paradiſe; that hee would 
ſend him oyle of the free of mercy, fo2 to annoynt him, that h& 
might haue health, and Seth went, but the Angell would not 
let him come in at the gate, but ſaid vnto him, that hee might 
not haue ofthe oyle of mercy; but her gaue him th2es kernels of 
the ſame free that hes father eate the apple of, and bad him as 
ſone as his father was dead, that hee ſhould put tho e kernels 
vnder his tongue and bury him, and he did ſo, and oftheſe ther 
kernels ſpꝛang a tre, the Angell ſaid when the tree bare fruit, 
hen ſhould Adam be made whole. And when Sech came againe 
and found his father dead, he did with the kernels as the Angell 
commanded him, of which came th2 trees, whereof a Croſſe 
was made that bare ged fruit, that is our Dauiour Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, thꝛough whom Adam and all that come of him ſhall 
bee delivered from euerlaſtingdeath , ik it bee not their owne 
default. This holy Croffe had the Jewes hid vnder the earth 
in the rocke of the mount Caluarp, and it lay there two hun. 
dzed peares and moze , as they ſay vntothe time that . Elene 
kound it, which D. Elene was the danghier of Coel King'of 
England, and then was called Bꝛitaine, and after married 
to Conſtantius, firſt Conſull, and after Emperour ok Rome, 
who had by her, illue, Conſtantine ths great, boꝛne in England, 
and afterward Emperour of Rome, which Conſtantine furs 
ned the name of Bizanſiuminto Conſtantinople: here-evifiey 
that Citie, and made it the P onarchall ſeate of all Europe any 
Aſia minoꝛ. Alſo the Troffe was in length eight cubits, and the 
pete that went suerthwart was th2e& cubits and ahalfe.-. 
A part of the Crowne wherewith our Lo2d was crowned, 
and one of the nailes, and the Speatos head, and manꝑ other 
Religques, are in France at Paris, in the kings Chapell, and 
the Cxownelyeth in a veſlell of Chaiſtall richly decked: foz the 
French King bought thoſe reliques ſometime of the Jewes, 
do wham the Emperour had laid them to pledge foz agreaf 
dumme ol gold. And though men ſay that this Crowne was or 
Thaznes, per ſhall vnderſtand that it was of Junkes of the 
Dea, whichbee white, ab" i ſharpe as Thoznes, 94d 
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haue ſcene and beheld inany tines that af Paris, and that 
ut Conſtantinople, and they were both made of Joukes of the 
Sea. And you ſhall vnderſtand that our Lo2d in that night 
that hee was taken, he was led into a Gar den and there he was 
examined ſharpely , and there the Jewes crownedhim with a 
Crowne of Abbeſpne bzanches that grew in the ſame Gar- 
den and ſet it on his head ſo faſt, that the bloud ranne downe 
many places of his viſage, necke, and ſhoulders, and thereby 
the Abbeſpine hath many vertues, foꝛ he that beareth a bꝛanch 
of it about him , no thunder no2 no manner of tempeſt may 
Hurt. him, noꝛ in the houfe that it is in, may no euill ſpirit come, 
noꝛ in no plate where it is. And in that ſame garden S. Peter 
denyed our Lo2d thꝛice. And afterwards was our Loꝛdled be⸗ 
foze the Phariſes and miniſters of the Law, in another gar⸗ 
den of Annas, and there he was examined, ſcourged and crow⸗ 
ned oft with charpe thoznes, that men call Barbarens, that 
grew in the ſame garden, and that hath many vertaes; And 
after ward hee was led to a garden of Caiaphas, and there hes 
Was crowned. againe with Eglantine, and. after that hee was 
led to a chamber of Pilate and there h& was crolvned and the 
Jewes ſet him in a chaire, and clad him in a mantle of purple,

Conſtanti⸗ 
nople. There lpeth alle D. Luke the Euangeliſt, „ fo2 his bones 
were bꝛought from Bethany where her was buried, and many 
other reliques are there: and there is a-velſell of ſtone, as it 


were marble, which men call Hydzius, that euermoꝛe dꝛop⸗ 


peth water, and filleth it ſelfe euery veare once. Pe chall furs 


ther know that Conſtantinople is à faire Citie and well wal 


ledand it is th2& coꝛnered, and there is an Arme of the Sea, 
that men call Helle pont, and ſome the bunch, at Conſtantino⸗ 
ple, and ſome the bꝛeath of Saint George: nnd this water enclo⸗ 
ſeth two parts of the Citie : and vpward to the Sea vponthat 
water was built the great Citie of Trop, in a faire * but

In the middeſt of the Pallace 
is a place nrade that they call, the Pounto2 fo2 the great Caane:

and at the foure cozners oftthe Pountour are fourenedders 
of Gold, and onder that Dountour and about, are Conduits 


of Beuerage that they dzinke in the Cmperours Court. And

and alſo in the ſea are. many great Jles, The belt Citie that is 
in the Ile of Pantroze is called Nile, that is a noble City and 
à rich. Preſter John hath vnder him many Rings, and diuers 
Loꝛds, and his land is good and rich, but not ſo rich as the land 
ok the great Caane, fo2 Merchants come not ſs. much thither 
as they doe into the Land of the great Caane, fo2 if is tos long a 
tourney. And alſo they finde in that Ile of Cathay all things 
that they haue neede of, as ſpicerp, cloath of Gold; and other 
riches: and although they might haue better cheape in the land 
of Preſter Iobn, then in the Land of Cathay, and moꝛe fine, ne⸗ 
uertheleſlethep will not goe thither by reaſon of the length ok.

And the fourth is called Euphzates that 
runneth through Armony the lefſe, and Perſia ; and men ſay 
that the ſwert and freſh waters of the Mloꝛld fake their ſpzing- 
ing of them.
